ITALY'S  TESTING  TIM« 

It  is  not  M  nmrh  the  i^caguc  of 
Nuions  that'ie  being  tested  hy  the 

prc-sfnt  di'-cu&sion   before  that  body 
of  the  diffcrrnccs  between  Italy  and 
Greece  as  the  attiiiide  of  a.  single 
nation  towards  the  amicable  settle 
•rent  of  a  dispute  instead  of  rr»ort  to 
the  arbitrament  of  war.    It  i*  Italy's 
bona  fides  ss  a  member  ol  tbe  I^eagee 
of  N'aii  IK  tliat  I*  at  jiakr  Through 
the  murder  of  the  niembers  of  tbe 
Albanian  boandbry  cemmission  luly 
was   aggrle^rcd.    la   attempting  to 
obtain  satisfaetion    in   a  dictatorial 
way  she  placed  Geeccc  in  a  poeMon 
v*hii-h   hai  aroused  world  .sn  mpaihy. 
There  is  hope  in  the  situation  ilir..nKli 
the   fact  that  it   is   now   being  dis 
cussed  by  the  Council  of  the  Lcaglic 
of  Natif>ns.  hut  in  the  event  of  Italy 
refusing  to  be  bound  by  the  finding 
of    thar   court    sbe    will  alienate 
sympathies  whirh  have  been  her's  in 
the  past.   The  tenor  ot  her  ultimatum 
to  Greece  was  in  no  wise  demanded 
by  any  dictates  of  internatiotul  us.*kc- 
It  was  an  autocratic  document  which 
attempted  to  hnmtltate  Greece  more 
than  the  circumstances  demande<I.  It 
was  followed    by  an  overt    art  of 
hostility   in   the  seiaure   of  Corfu, 
wbere  blood  was   shed,  although 
apparently  no  resistance  was  ofTercd. 
With  such  a  court  existing  as  the 
Lesgue  of  Nations  it  is  obvious  that 
the  prc^ipitaiu- y    of    Italy   has  pre- 
judiced her  case  against  Greece  m 
tbe  eyes  of  the  world. 

Greece.  !'■.  ilic  new  proposals  in 
extenuation  of  her  first  fepiy  to  the 
ultimatum  of  Italy,  shows  a  farther 
disposition  to  avoid  putting  herself 
in  the  position  of  promoting  a  new 
European  war.  What  she  has  offered 
is  sufTicicfit  to  meet  the  exigrncics 
of  the  situation  and  it  can  only  be 
the  bigoted  desire  to  assert  the 
anthority  of  a  larger  nation  over  a 
smaller  tbat  ran  Ira-i  Italy  now  to 
refuse  to  allow  the  Council  of  the 
I«cagne  of  Nations  to  decide  what  is 
the  best  course  to  pursue.  It  may 
be  said,  however,  that  if  Italy  should 
at  the  moment,  or  within  the  course 
of  a  few  weeks,  Weak  with  the 
League  *f  Nations  on  the  subject 
under  dispute,  there  is  other  and 
powerful  peessure  tbnt  can  be  eserted 
to  prevent  that  country  from  acting 
alone  as  the  arbiter  of  affairs  in  the 
Balkans.    Britain  and  France  cannot 

stand  idly  by  and  see  an  unequal  war 
being  waged  under  circumstances 
which  niight  easily  set  the  whole 
Balkans  aflame  and  draw  alt  Luropc 
within  its  orbit.  The  pressure  of 
these  two  nations  "is  now  being 
exerted  to  compose  the  differences 
that  li.ivr  arisen.  Thrro  is  always 
danger  ot  bloodshed,  when  a  govern- 
ment constituted  as  that  of  Italy  is 
becomes  complicated  in  international 
affairs.  It  is  Fremier  Mvssolini  who 
is  on  trial  bcca&sl  of  the  sway  he 
exerts  in  Italy.  The  peace  of  Europe 
depends  on  the  restraint  which  he 
will  use  in  the  exerc  ise  of  his  power. 

AID  FOR  JAPAN 

Hntisli  Colunihia  ran  be  of  real 
value  to  Japan  in  that  nation's  time 
of  trial  and  tbe  Oovcrnment  of  the 
Provinrr  i-.  to  be  congratulated  on  its 
promptitude  iti  offering  a  first  instal- 
ment of  aid  towards  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  tlie  district  devastated  by 
earthquake  <hocks.  The  gi't  a 
cargo  of'  lumber  is  peculiarly  appro- 
priate under  the  circumstances.  Japan 
is  at  present  Uritish  Columbia's 
greatest  oversea  market  for  lumber 
and  it  will  become  more  so  than  ever 
in  the  luture.  The  c.irthciuakc  disaster 
wilt  give  a  tremendous  impetus  to 
lumber  shipments  from  this  Provinee, 
and  the  <  rr  n  .  i>  '  xblbitisg 
real  tangible  sympathy  ui  tbe  gift 
upon  which  it  hu  decided.  All  nations 
are  showing  an  active  desire  to  be 
of  assistance  to  Japan  in  her  time 
of  extremity.  She  will  want  world 
•ympatby  on  a  large  sctle  botb  in 

money  and  ( oininodities  for  if  will 
take  the  country  years  to  recover 
from  tbe  results  of  tbe  present 
calamity.

The  reverted  eyes  of  the 
defeated  Americans  ssw  our  flag  ad- 
vanrinR  witli  M ont£;r)mrry.  and  again 
at  ^ueenstown  ileigiUs.  It  was  the 
flag  for  which  Laura  Seeord  would 

lia\r  died,  and  the  I'nited  Mmpirc 
Loyalists  left  their  established  homes 
for  it.  The  Mohawk  Indians,  under 
their  iliicf.  Joseph  Brant,  trekked 
into  a  strange  country  rather  than 
ao-cpt  a  strsnge  flbg.  Thh  flag  was 
the  symbol  of  our  Confederation  and 
unity;  our  dead  in  South  Africa  sleep 
in  its  folds,  and  in  France  our  boys 
have  surety  bound  it  to  our  hearts 
forever  with  the  cords  of  noblr  sacri- 
fice. What  better  symbol  of  justice 
and  personal  liberty  than  OBf  flag.
